A Clue 

My brief survey can give bpt a 
slight idea of the charm and variety 
of the little book, but it may serve 
to attract the attention 
student of obscure eighteenth- 
century literature to a work which 
1 think would repay research. One 
clue as to the author’s identity, 
which may be worth following up, 
is to be found in the Alumni 
Dublinenses. ‘There we find men- 
tion of a “Daniel Jackson,” who 
entered Trinity College on Decem- 
bebr 24th, 1727, at the age of 17. 
He was tutored by “ Mr. Grattan, 
Enniskillen” (probably the Rev. 
John Grattan, who was a friend of 
Swift, and is named among the 
Dean’s executors). Further we 
learn that this Daniel Jackson was 
the son of a clergyman, was born 
at Dublin, and took the degree of 
B.A. in the spring of 1732. ‘From 
this it is clear that in ¥783, when 
the little volume of was 
published, he would have attained 
the age of 73—a somewhat late age, 
I admit, for a first appearance as 
an author, but, on the other hand, 
the agu to his book might 
justify us in supposing that it was 
published somewhat late in his life. 
“You express,” he writes, “an 
inclination to publish my letters,

The Story of China’s Revol@tion, 
Hutchinson and 


E approach of these two 
journalists, Mr. O. M. Green 
and Mr. George Hogg, to the 
problem of China could scarcely be 
more different. Mr. Green must be 
nearly the doyen of western writers 
on China. In 1911, before the 
Empire had quite collapsed, he was 
experienced enough in Chinese 
affairs to be sent to interview Sun 
Yat Sen, Mr, Hogg did not set foot 
in China till 1938, the year after he 
graduated from Oxford. Mr. Green, 
though he has travelled widely in 
China, has seen it chiefly from the 
comparatively comfortable vantage 
int of the foreign concessions. 

r. Hogg, on the other hand, has 
spent most of his time in the remote 
provinces of the north-west, where 
he has come down to a standard of 
living that would horrify the oe * 
British resident of Shanghai. In 
spite of their differences, these men 
write with equal enthusiasm about 
China and equal optimism about its 


future. 

Somehow Mr. Green has reduced 
the incredibly ey ncyey history 
of China since the fall of the Empire 
to a coherent story in which the 
details of wars and conspiracies are 
not allowed to obscure the ideologi- 
cal, ial and economic forces 
which caused them. Here and 
there the history shows traces of the 
conservative and distrustful outlook 
of the European business man in 
China, and a tendency to look at 
events with a prime regard to their 
effect on British interests. But, on
